that Captain C, Arthur Brame and 
the members of the local troop were 
“absolutely right” in their stand > 
against turning over the urmory for 
a POW camp. 
Must Protect Equipment 
“We have several thousands of 
dollars worth of equipment, Includ­ 
ing uniforms, machine guns, motor- j 
Pied pieces, etc. and it Is all housed 
In tile armory We cannot relinquish 
the armory for a prisoner of war 
camp and Captain Brame is ab-1 
solubly right In the stand he took,” j 
General Vail told Tile Times.

2,300 high .school students are need­ 
ed today on farms throughout p e n n ­ 
sylvania to help overcome an acute 
labor shortage. 
J. M. Fry director of Agriculture 
Extension 
at 
Pennsylvania 
State 
college said I 308 farmers had filed 
rrqucftlx in h it offW for worker 
to assist in harvest mg early crop* 
and handling fruit rapidly coming 
into season. 
"These request* from all section* 
of the stete will require 3 334 work­ 
er* Immediately," said Mr. Fry "B ut 
our records show there are 1.063 
men and women on our roll* avail­ 
able to fiji part of these request* 
A d a m s in f ‘ritu a l Ar ea 
"W hile school children cannot fill 
all the present vacancies on the 
farm*, they can do a large share of 
the work in fruit orchards and in 
the dairies." ho added 
Fry pointed out th a t most of the 
reqiu sts cam*1 from the southeastern 
section of the suite particularly in 
Adams and adjacent fruit p e a c ­ 
ing counties. 
"There will be an urgent need 
for workers in Erie county, where 
the cherry crop is soon ready for 
picking,” added Fry 
The dairy belt along the northern 
tier also seeks workers to k<*ep milk 
flowing into the m etropolitan cen­ 
ter- 
and Fry ‘-ald school children 
could handle a large part of this 
work 
"Arrangem ents have been made 
w ith the government to keep prison­ 
ers of war In this country until after 
th** present farm season,” Fry ex­ 
plained.

They are: 3 million federal em­ 
ploye*, Including shipyard, arsenal 
and office workers; 200.000 maritime 
workers; 3 4 million employes of 
small establislimcnts (those employ­ 
ing less than 8 people!; I million 
employes of non-profit and charit­ 
able agencies; 3 million people em­ 
ployed on farms; and 24 million 
people employed in state and local 
governments.

If any of them were thrown out 
of a job tomorrow boca ase of cut­ 
backs, they’d he entitled to no un­ 
employment pay.
